Turkish Break 
May Lead To 
War With Japan

‘transformed

Hasan Saka, Foreign Minister, told 
the Turkish Grand National 
Assembly, which decided to break 
off diplomatic relations with Japan. 
M. Hasan said that Turkey’s break 
with Japan came after a “ sugges- 
tion” by the United States, backed 
by Britain. 

The Japanese Emperor yester- 
day held a conference, at which 
importaut matters relating to 
Japan’s policy were discussed, 
the German News Agency stated 
last night. 

President Roosevelt saic, in a 
statement issued last night, that 
Turkey’s decision to sever relaticns 
with Japan is further evidence of 
Turkey’s desire for a rapid and com- 
plete victory of the Allies. 

“This action,” he said, “will 
result in the closing of the 
Japanese Government establishments 
in Turkey, which, since the German 
establishments were clesed, were 
the last footholds of the Axis on 
Turkish soil. I welcome this action 
by the Republic of Turkey,” 

M. Saka; 2n- his -speech, .quoted 
by Reuter, recalling the break with 
Germany last August, said:—*‘ The 
Government of the United States, 
which is the ally of our ally, and 
which since the beginning of the 
war has furnished us substantial and 
valuable aid, suggested on December 
25th. that Turkey should break off 
diplomatic relations with Japan if 
she wished to shorten the war by 
contributing to the Allied victory in 
the Far East, and it stressed that 
such a break would deprive Japan 
of one of her most valuable posts 
for observing Allied war prepara- 
tions. On the same day the 
Government of our ally, Britain, 
backed the American suggestion and, 
for the same reasons, invited our 
Government to break diplomatic 
relations with Japan, declaring that 
it considered that Turkey could so 
make an essential contribution to 
Allied victory in the Far East and 
shorten the war.”

The ist Army offensive against 
Marshal von Rundstedt’s salient 
is aimed at the central sector of 
the northern flank. Despite un- 
speakable weather cond 
the tanks, groping forward like 
sightless monsters, have gained 
considerable ground. | 


Principal opposition has been from 
anti-tank guns and German 
“ Panzer-schreck ”—the equiva- 
lent of the Allied Bazooka. 


Reaching Bois de Tave, five miles 
north of Laroche, the Americaris re- 
pulsed two counter-attacks. In the 
Grand Mesnil area a number of 
German tanks were encountered. 
Many were knocked out, but well- 
prepared positions helped to slow 
the initial progress. 

On the western part of the salient 
some advances were made “south 
and south-west of Rochefort. Bure, 
three miles due south of Rochefort, 
was taken in a brisk action. 

The offensive had to be launched 
without close air support, as fighter- 
bombers could not operate through 
low-hanging, leaden clouds. The 
biow has been struck as the Ger- 
mans themselves seemed about to 
renew the counter-offensive with 
newly-massed forces. The whole 
tip of the German salient is im, 
Se of being lopped off. 

The greatest advance has been 
made where U.S. troops slashed 
two and a half miles through rugged, 
thickly-wooded ground to enter 
Amcoment, six miles north-east of 
Grand Mesnil Further west they 
pushed two miles along the Salm 
River, Which runs parallel to the 
German frontier west of Stavelot. 


' German Advances Iin~ 
Saar Valley 


In the Saar Valley the German 
attacks seem to have» slackened 
somewhat, but e¢ Germans are 
presenting a se us .threat along 
this 70-mile sector: from Sarregue- 
mines to the Rhine. In the Bitche 
sector the Germans have taken the 
two Maginot forts 
an Freudenberg, both within three 
miles of Bitche. * 

Following the 3rd Army’s 
abandonment of the ten miles 
stretch across the German frontier 
east. of Sarreguemines, the 7th 
Army gave up an eight-mile sector 
across the German border around 
Wissembourg. and have withdrawn 
to French soil, also giving up 
Wissembourg. The 7th Army no 
longer holds any German territory. 

Coming after the Ardennes 
reverse, the retraction. of the Allied 
positions along the Saar, says 
Reuter, is hardly calculated to 
inspire great enthusiasm, but not 
much damage has yet occurred 
militarily. ee 

More significant: than the loss of 
ground is what this new outburst of 
German aggressiveness and the 
moving over to the initiative may 
portend. It may be the forerunner 
of an offensive into Alsace or 
Lorraine; or may be, as it is 
‘commonly construed, a_ holding 
manceuvre to keep the Allies from 
drawing too many troops from 
other sectors. However, another 
heavy blow in the Ardennes would 
be, to say the least, disturbing, and, 
perhaps, difficult to handle. 


The German News Agency 
claimed last night that-an advance 
of 15 miles had been made by the 
Germans between Bitche and 
Sarreguemines, and described the 
advance as a break-through. 


A report from Reuter’s corre- 
spondent in Eastern France states 
that 7th Army troops, with tank 
support, are attacking from three 
sides the German salient in the 
Bitche area. In most places, he 
adds, the counter-attacks have halted 
the German spearheads, and some 
positions previously lost were re- 
gained. 

The German commentator, Captain 
Sertorius, referring last night to the 
attacks by the Ist and 3rd US. 
Armies, said: — “ There is no room 
for any doubt whatever that the 
enemy means to deal a killing blow 
against the German shock armies, 
which are to.be taken into the grips 
of the large vice.” 


FRONT EXTENDED 

A midnight A.P. report from the 
Ardennes front stated: The ist 
Army has driven more than three 


.| miles towards re-union with the 3rd 


Army, has captured 30 towns and 
villages, and taken more than 1,500 

risoners. General Hodges has 
‘broadened his offensive front to 13 
miles. 

It is a nightmare battle in the 
snow and frost, says Reuter. In the 
frozen jungielands of the German 
salient, the infantrymen can find 
cover to sní at the attacking 
forces just as long as they czn stand 
the cold. But under smashing 
armour and heavy artillery barrages 
no one dares light a fire—and the 
soldiers lie out on the frozen earth 
until the numbing cold finally 
supersedes their fear of shelifire.

NEPHEW’S STORY 


The only witness yesterday was 
}-‘cshael Fagan (34), nephew of the 
murdered man. He said that he 
joined the Army in December, 1941, 
and during periods on leave, used to 
visit his uncle, saying on these 
occasions in Brereton’s house. After 
being instructed by.a_ tillage 
inspector that he must till 34 acres 
of land, his uncle urged witness to 
stay at home and till the farm.

Brereton advised him to take out 
administration on the will, and still 
later pressed him to use for the 
same purpose the money which he 
would get when discharged from 
the Army.

He 
knew at this time that Brereton had 
nv place to graze some of, his cattle, 
and explained to him that if he

Brereton appeared 
delighted. 

Between April and his final dis- 
charge from the Army on Sep- 
tember.2nd, Brereton spoke-to him 
seven or eight times about taking 
out administration, When his 
uncle, who also received his dis- 
charge from the Post Office on 
September 2nd, declined to collect 
the unemployment money to which 
he was entitled, Brereton heard 
about it and said: “That is my 
point, Mike. You see how crooked 
and contrary he is. He could make 
another will in the morning.” 

When Patrick Brereton com- 
mented on the man’s 
refusal to draw his unemployment 
money, the accused man remarked: 
“He must think he has too much 
money; but that will not last.” He 
added that the murdered man had 
some money saved, as he had sold 
witness’s father’s place for £70, He 
also said that the murdered man 
had sold a horse for £20 and cattle 
for £33, and that was why he did 
not draw the unemployment 
benefit. 


MONEY IN BOX 


Some time later in April the 
witness said he had seen and 
counted £37 in notes in an old tin 
box in his uncle’s kitchen. He had 
mentioned this to Brereton, and 
told him that his uncle had put it 
in his bedroom. 

Witness said that on one occasion 
in March last, while his uncle was 
sitting’ on his “hunkers”™ before 
Brereton’s fire, the accused. man 
came in and said roughly: “Get to 
hell out of that, Paddy. I want to 
put a pot on the fire.” His uncle 
got up, grumbling, left the house, 
and he never saw him in Brereton’s 
again. :

Réstricted Use

F in the post-war period Eire was 
not permitted an unrestricted use 
of her sterling assets because of the 
low volume of her ex » she 
would be confronted with a major 
problem that might precipitate an 
economic crisis, Mr. J. Hughes, 
T.D., stated at a Fine Gael meeting 
in Carlow last night.

man attack has been halted. The 
Americans, who promptly 
grasped the sétiousness of the 
position created by Marshal von 
Rundstedt’s unexpected offensive, 
have been attacking both ends of 
the salient’s base for some days 
past. General Patton, in the south, 
has been particularly audacious, 
and during the last forty-eight 
hours it has become clear that a 
determined effort is being made 
to bring about a junction between 
his troops and the Allied forces 
which are attacking from the 
north. In order to frustrate this 
plan, Marshal von Rundstedt is 
stated to have thrown ten new 
first-class divisions into what is 
described as the “Blizzard Battle” 
on this part of the front. For 


have been releasing very little in- 
formation of any value concern- 
ing the course of the conflict: 
but Allied reports in ‘all cases 
speak of “stiff,” “stubborn” 
and “heavy” resistance by the 
Germans. Farther south, in the 
Saar area, Marskal von Rund- 
stedt also has been counter- 
attacking. His thrusts here have 
been more or less in the nature 
of “probes,” presumably in an 
attempt to discover weak points 
in the Allied lines. At one point, 
to the east of Saargemund (Sarre- 
guemines), small detachments of 
Germans are stated to have 
crossed the River Blies; but it is 
declared that they have been pre- 
vented from further progress. 
Near Bitche, where the German 
counter-attack began in this 
sector, the force of Marshal von 
Rundstedt’s drive apparently 
has been lessened, although it is 
not yet clear whether the Ger- 
mans intend to mount a large- 
scale attack in this area or merely 
to create a military diversion in 
order to keep the Allies guessing. 
Everywhere the tempo of the 
fighting is fierce. Both sides 
realise that the battles which 
began just before Christmas 
may prove to be decisive in 
the west, and Germans and 
Allies alike are employing picked 
troops. The British and Ameri- 
cans still enjoy marked supremacy 
in the air, and have been 
delivering violent attacks on 
German communication centres 
behind the front. On the other 
hand, the weather during the last 
few days has discouraged active 
operations in the air; it also is 
interfering to some extent with 
the movement of troops and 
armour on the ground, inasmuch 
as after a spell of heavy frost a 
thaw has set in, turning much of 
the terrain into an almost im- 
passable quagmire. 

Evidently General Eisenhower 
is making a resolute bid to hoist 
the Germans with their own 
petard. In other words, ' he is 
striving, as Foch strove success- 
fully in 1918, to snatch victory 
ot of the jaws of an appa- 
re..t defeat. Captain Sertorius, 
the German commentator, de- 
clared yesterday that the twin 
att.*ks on the base of the 
salient in Belgium represented 
a well-organised and carefully 
prepared manceuvre, quite dif- 
ferent from the improvised 
move which had been taken 
in the beginning to blunt the 
edge of the German offensive. 
Obviously the German High 
Command is under ho illusion. 
It realises clearly that the success 
of the Anglo-American ‘thrusts 
against the salient easily might 
involve the German armies in u 
major disaster; and, for that 
reason, Marshdl von Rundstedt is 
using his strategic as well as his 
tactical reserves in order, if pos- 
sible, to regain the vital road 
junction of Bastogne, on his 
southern flank, and to hold 
the Americans, now reinforced 
by British armour, at bay 
in the north, Of course, the 
Germans are handicapped because 
they have many other preoccu- 


and | pations. It was reported ‘yester- Í 


day that, although Budapest is 
entirely surrounded by the 
Russians, Germany launched a 
counter-attack on a substantial 
scale, which has as its object the 
relief of the German i 
in Hungary's capital. Russian 
builetins admit that certain local 
successes have been achieved, 
although it is stressed that 
this latest move is in the 
nature of a forlorn hope. The 
fact that the Germans are in a 
position to make counter-attacks 
in the east as well as in the west, 
indicates that they can hawe no 
real lack, either of men or 
material.

OBITUARY 


PROFESSOR CHARLES 


FRANCIS BASTABLE 


The death of Professor Charles 
Francis Bastable, MA., LL.D., 
F.B.A., a leading authority in eco- 
nomics, has taken place at his home, 
52 Brightén toad, Ra r. : 

Born in , Cork, in 


rleville, 

1855, he was only son of the Rev. R. 
Bastable, rector of Rock Temple. He 
was educated at Fermoy College and 
Trinity College, and afterwards 
became Professor of Political Econom 

at Dublin ‘University, a post 

he held from 1882 to 1932. His name 
is one of the greatest associated with 
Trinity in modern times and he had 
what was probably the unique distinc- 
tion of being the only non-scientist to 
be a Fellow of the British Academy. 
He was called to the Irish Bar in 1882. 


Professor Bastable ir the first-men- 
tioned of these works. His contribution 
to the subject of finance is un- 
doubtedly the greatest pioneering work 
by an Irishman .in that field. 

For many years he also held the 
Chair ‘of Professor of Jurisprudence 
and Political at Queen’s 
College, Galway. In 1902 he was 
Professor of Jurisprudence and Inter- 
national Law at Dublin University. 
From 1908 to 1932 he was Regius 
Professor of Laws.

TOWARDS TO-MORROW 


THE CASE FOR PRE-FABRICATION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
SIR—Í think 1 can understand 
Mr. McCabe's desire to dismiss 
(structural) pre-fabrication from the 
housing scene; association with 
poser 4 society Fe cm and 
sympathy with pre-fabrication seem 
to me to be incompatible. This 
situation will continue until building 
societies adopt a more flexible policy 
towards rapidly changing social 
needs and equally rapid develop- 
ments of modern building technique. 
As I see it, the inevitable and only 
solution to the housing problem is 
the immediate adoption, on a large 
scale, of some form of pre-fabrica- 
tion, combined with a financial 
policy based on cost rather than on 
profit. There is no other way if we 
are to build houses and flats before 
the people who stand in need of 
them are dead. It is either houses, 

Or sanatoria and cemeteries. 

The chief objections to the ado 
tion of pre-fabrication methods in 
Ireland are the same as those which 
have already been overcome in 
other countries—notably Sweden 
and the Tennessee Valley in the 
U.S.A., whose housing problems 
have been very similar to ours.
